X. The source visited in the USSR la the date auasaer of 1963 , to 
do research oa international relations under the State Departraeot 
special research exchange a gr e em e n t, and to visit her relatives, fbe 
following information was reported by her to AHTASSOWARY/29* She told 
him ehc was passing this information al ong to hie only after cheeking 
aa the AECAS80WARY organisation with the FBI end CIA end because, in 
her cm mind, she felt it was tbs best Ukrainian enlgre grow#. 

2. Saving been educated by the Baslli an Order of mas, the 
source has maintained & close relationship with nuns sad priests of 
the Order in the West. So rente to the USSR, she was accompanied to 
Rene and Poland by a close friend, a Mother Superior of tbs Bes Ilian 
Order in Hew York, fbrough a Basil! an nun in Lvov, the source was 
put in touch with a Ukrainian Catholic priest in Lvov vho personally 
escorted her to, sad introduced her to as underground leader (X) in 
Lvov who talked to her about the underground. 

3* X asked the source to establish a contact for thee in the 
west from which they could eventually receive political and material 
help. Be said they wore eager to eemviace Americans that there was a 
Ukrainian underground sad that it was active. Be was critical of U. 3 . 
foreign policy, calling It shortsighted and passive end, therefore, 
felt it would be better to establish contact with a Ukrainian political 
group in the Meat. He told the source that tie underground was 
stronger in Eastern Ukraine than La the Western Ukraine, and that it 
had supporters way out in Siberia. Allbough the underground presently 
is aa informal organisation, its leadership is Ugttly knit and is 
operating with the help of couriers moving allow the country min* 
tainlmg contact with the more important members of the rank cod file. 

X said that a leader might not have an organised net in e particular 
area but that he could muster 20-25 trusted people to do a Job when 
necessary, She underground would refuse to submit to any leadership 
from abroad because they in the Ukraine are more knowledgeable of the 
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sibsatiem at any given time. Slay want free the west swell things ea 
warn clothing, good shoes sad hoots for their sour lets, pdas nylons 
which they could sell to obtain aoaay seeded to carry on their activities. 
X told the source that the wdergprowad's sain task presently is in the 
political end propaganda field, not id terrorist octivitieo. flay 
mat fl^bt against the Russification in the Ukraine am preserve the 
t&rainlaa human potential for the future, and revive a religious feeling 
among the Ukrainian petals. St said the struggle for the church is 
inseparable fro* the political struggle of the Ukrainian notion. 

According to hist, the Ukrainian underground tes access to the highest 
Go vena wBt cod Party officials. B» cited the case of a asm in a high 
Party post in Lvov who has helped then. 

t. fhe source talked with a priest of the Studyt Order in Lvov 
who gave her the manuscript of «a appeal he ode to the Soviet government 
officials in which he ecvaglatned about being sentenced to prison because 
of his religious heliofs. fho scarce was told the manuscript could 
be pebl&igtMd In the Ifeat. 

5. She source was ashed to return to the moraine after she las 
hems able to establish a contact in the Peat for the underground. She 
was given Instructions on tow to conduct her self while in the Soviet 
Uhicn end after hear return to the united states in order met to co m pr om ise 
herself. If she Is unable to return to the UkS8R, ah* is to establish 
contact with the Ukrainian um&argrouad through a Basildon son in Ifeland, 
via the latter's sister who is sot witting of Hie source's involvement.

Ukraine eel their pr e s e nt addresses, fhe smbs, of course, drees as 
lay people and worh at various lobs to support tfasmselvws. fhe studyt 
Order, according to source, receives aid from supporters In Uens&a and 
seems to have farad better than the Bsailian sisters in the Ukraine.
